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WUD . YA gg: Dereas his Majeſty hath been Jnfozmed, That great Numbers of Papiſts and 
Ro aa dther Diſaffected Perſons, Who diſown His Majeſties Government, have lateip 
= EI. Reſo:ted to, and Aſſembled in the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, contrary 10 
Ne the known Laws of this Kingdom: His Majeſty there foꝛe hath thought ſit. by 
the Advice of His Privy Council, to Iſſue this His Royal Pꝛoclamation, and 
does hereby ſtrictly Charge and Command all Popiſh Recufants, Natives oz 
Denizons, being above the Age of Sirteen Years, That they do, accoꝛding to the 
Statutes in that behalf made, repair to their reſpective Places of Abode, and if 
; they have none, then to the Places where their reſpective Father oz Mother is 
Eo Iz WIA 02 ſhall be Dwelling, and do not hereafter remove oz paſs above Five Piles from 
8 3 N tthencce. And His Majeſty does hereby Command the Loꝛd Mayoz of London, and 
all other Juſtices of the Peace, andother Officers within the Cities of London and 
Weſtminſter, and Ten Miles of the lane, That they do Effectually pꝛoceed to 
put in Execution the Statute made in the Firſt Pear of the Veign of His pꝛelent Majeſty and of the late 
Queen Mary of 231efſed Memoꝛp, Fntituled, An Act tor the Amoving Papiſts and Reputed Papiſts from the Cities of London 
and Weſtminſter, and Ten Miles diſtance fromthe ſame, by tending to them the De claration therein mentioned, and 
otherwiſe actoꝛding to the ſaidAct. And His Majelty does ike wile Charge and Command the afozeſaid, and 
| all other Juſtices of the Peace whatſoever, To tender the Orcläration afoꝛeſaid, accoꝛding to one other Act 
made in the Firſt Pear of the Reign of His preſent Majeſty and the ſaid late Queen, Jntituled, An Act for 
the better Securing the Government by Diſarming Papiſts and Repured Papiſts. And koꝛ the better Diſcovering of 
Perſons Diſaffected to the Government, and that being diſcovered, their Dillopal and Wicked Purpoſes 
and Attempts may be diſappointed, His Majeſty does ſtrictly Charge and Command all Juſtices of the 
Peace and other Officers in that behalf Authozized, That where they ſhall find oz be infozmed of any 
Perſon, Who by reaſon of his Converſation, Diſcourſe o2 other Demeanour, ſhall be ſutpected not to be well 
Aﬀected to His Majeſties Government, they do effectually put in Execution the Act made in the Seventh 
and Eighth Pears of His Majeſties Reign, Intituled, An Act for the better Security of His Majeſtics Royal 
Perſon and Government, by Summoning the {aid Perſons, and Tendzing to them the Daths by the ſaid 
Act Appointed to be taken, and in Caſe of Refuſal oz Neglect of Appearance, to Pzoceed further againſt 
ſuch Offenders accozding to the Directions of the ſaid Ack; It being His Majeſties Pleaſure, that the 
Laws be Executed to the utmoſt againſt ſuch ders. And His Majeſty does hereby Charge and par- 
ticularly Require all Deputy Lieutenants and Juſtites of the Peace, that they do meet Monthly to In⸗ 
quire into andJnfozm themſelvesof the Affairs of their reſpective Counties and Diviſions in relation 
to the Pzemifles, and take ſpecial care to preſerve the Peace, and pꝛevent all unlawful Meetings and AC= 
ſemblies. and that from time to time they give Jnfozmation of their Pzoccedings and Diſcoveries to the 
Lozds of His Majeſties molt Honourable Pꝛivy Council.
